FLOWER SEEDS FOR AUTUMN SOWING. 

Hardy Annuals, including the Californian, as Nemophila, Clarkia , Collinsia , Sfc., should he sown the 
latter end of September, for curly flowering next Spring. Half-hardy Annuals, as Stocks, and Half- 
hardy Perennials, which require protection in Winter, should be sown from the middle of August to the 
middle of September, but the earlier the better. Hardy Perennials the sarnie, particularly Carnation 
Picotee and Hollyhock. In consequence of the unfavourable Springs of late years, Autumn-sowing can- 
not be too much recommended. Part of the Seeds can be reserved till Spring. As regards Perennials and 
most of the Greenhouse Seeds, a whole season is thereby saved. All the Flower Seeds sent postage free.
